It  is  said  that  on  next  Monday 
complaint  will  be  made  against  ail  si 
"We  will  give  the  p.-oplo  blue  law  enough," 
said  aw  irate  sam>n-keep.-r  whoso  pocket- 
book  was  not  so  full  a.-  it  had  been  on 
many  previous  Mondays.  A  well-known 
Prohibitionist  in  commenting-  on  the  situ¬ 
ation  said  that  ”  the  saloon-keepers  were 
entitled  to  neither  praise  nor  credit  for 
keeping  their  places  closed  last  Sunday.
